The question is constantly asked, ‘‘Can 
not the war be’stopped?”’ That involves 
the question whether among rational, civil- 
ized, Christian nations, it is impossible to 
reach an agreement to put an end now and 
forever to what is worse than murder, ar- 
son, rapine or robbery, because war means 
all of these and all the time. 

A permanent peace can be offered on the 
basis. only of a restoration of the seized 
provinces, the re-establishment of ruined 
cities and the disarmament of all nations, 
so that hereafter war can not be declared at 
the drop of the hat, and when Germany 
marched its army, in violation of treaty 
rights, through Luxemburg and Belgium. 

As Mr. Balfour has said ‘‘The world will 
not be safe until Germany is either power- 


less or free.’’ If Germany will consent to. 


disarm it may retain its autocracy if it 
pleases. Its people have a right to say 
what form of government they prefer—a 
right reserved to all nations. 

It is possible that the ablest statesmen: 
of the warring world, in face of this fright- 
ful cataclysm, can not make peace on terms 
of an enduring character? 

Well may Hall Cain implore, ‘‘Is the 
Christianization of the world further off 
than ever? Will God’s kingdom ever 
come? Is peace impossible, and will war 
last as long as man?’’

The ques- 
tion will be submitted to a referendum 
of the members of the brotherhoods,

; lations with the ratlroad companies 


will be begun. If the increases are 
granted they will mean the addition of 
millions of dollars to the annual pay 
rolls of about fifty companies which 
are involved.
